A pool of blood found near the 
rear door of the hotel loads tu tke be- 
lief that Smith was murdered out- 
side and his body carried Inside af- 
ter tbe slaying, i^mltb was a heavy 
man and It Is the belief of the 
sheriff that the murder was the work 
of more than one man as it would 
have taken at least two men to carry 
the body into the bouse. 

Discovers tody 

Waters had been sent to tbe Cas- 
sidy resort to make repairs on tele- 
phone wires, persons in that district 
having eomplaloed of late alMut wire 
trouble He had been thr-re five 
times in the past few days hut was 
not able to gain admission. Monday 
morning when unable to arouse any- 
one by knocking on the door. Waters 
went to the rear of the hotel and 
found the door unlocked. He dis- 
covered the body as soon as he en- 
tered the house and Immediately 
notified the sheriff's office. 

Fingerprint Expert on Job 

Deputy George Hecklnger acwim- 
panled Shf^rlfT Doollttle to the Cas- 
sidy resort and .&)tu>d fiogerprlnta on 
s window leading to Smith's bed- 
room. He also noticed that thia 
window had been pried open. It helnj; 
apparent that the murderers had 
galited an entrance Into the hotel in 
this manner. Sheriff Doollttle notl- 
Hed the Waukegan police depart- 
ment and Lieut. Henry Wallenweln, 
fingerprint expert, was sent out to 
examine the prints. 

The body Of Smith was removed to 
StrangN undertaking rooms, Grays- 
lake. Monday afternoon, and Coroner 
Taylor conducted the inqifest In tke 
afternoon, the Jury finding that death 
was caused by a bullet wound Ihnrugh 
the heart with a gun In the hands of 
an unknown party with the Intent tn 
commit murder. The Jury recom

Hem- 
orrhages occur in these parts, and 
they may be well dixtended with blood, 
or In ilie more advanced stages the 
blo<td may tie wastied out. leaving a 
cheesyllke mass. 

"In this mass are Ihe coccidia 
which are the caiifie of the disease 
and are pnK*ed out In the dropplnga. 

The bettt uiethfKl of curing the dia- 
eaae is lo prevent It, so sterilise Ihe 
brooder house before the chicks are 
again put lulo It, usltig strong mn- 
ceiitrHied lye. which will dlssohc Ihe 
orgunlKiui, flntt move the house lo a 
clean, fresh lod away from the oMter 
fowls."

when flying oTtr the trackleaa oceao 
or across the black or foggy country 
aMe— Dot ai a spectacular feat but 
ratiier as a matter of routine. To 
the aerial oarlgator, radio offers a 
ready means of commualcatloo with 
those below. It affords a wonderful 
orfanlutlon for gathering and collal 
log aeieorological facta, that the air 
maa may know the weather that Ilea 
ahead of him o*er a glvea roule. and 
plaa accordingly. Br means of the 
direction floder, tadio prorldes the 
true guide posts of the ikies dellDlng 
the aerial highways. Indeed, com 
merclal aviation. In paislog from tbe 
stuol stage to the commercial stage, 
can progress only so fast aa radio

Just as radio beacons are begin 
ning to dot the various coaata as an 
infallible guide for leafarers, to muii 
aviation radio beaconi loon dot Ibi- 
great air routes. By means of tht^ 
radio direction finder, the airman can 
aim bia ship for a giveo point with 
accuracy. Fog and blackneis of 
the Digtat need hold no terrors 
for tbe slrmun working with radio 
bMcons. An Important point to re 
member li that the airman, unlike 
tbe ocean navigator, oavlgaiei In a 
tbree-^llmenslonal medtuq— the bori 
tontal dlrectlona are complicated b) 
the addition of tbe vertical direction 
One of the moet serious faciora In 
flying la ttals navigation In the vertl 
cal plane and many fatal accidents arr 
due to lack of Judgment as to the ei 
act diatance between airship and 
ground beiuw, In a fog. With radio 
beacons, however, It fi poeslble to 
guide the airman safely back to the 
ground, despite fog or blackneia or 
other elements coatrlving to rob the 
airman of his tense of sight and dl 
recllon.
